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THE WORK AND ITS NEEDS. 


The school room is a place for work. Work that should be varied 
enough to secure the benefit of a change; freed from needless 
obstructions ; made every way as attractive as possible, but still 
genuine work. ‘The spirit that shirks the drudgery that thor- 
ough understanding and fine execution sometimes exact, is not 
the spirit of the student. How to economize the force expended 
and make this work most effective, to awaken in young hearts an 
ardor in conquering difficulties, is an important question. 

Study is valuable for the addition it makes to what we call 
our “stores of knowledge,” and for the increase we gain by it in 
our working power, physical, mental, or moral. Let us often 
apply the test. : 

It is a great point gained when you can make a child eager to 
know the thing you have to teach. And then you can show hiim 
how to study. ‘To understand, first, is necessary in order to re- 
member afterward. It is not necessary to tax the memory with 
a multitude of facts in order to give it exercise. We should in- 
terest it with the most precious things. Some names of persons 
and places and a certain number of dates are essential to one 
who would attain an ordinary intelligence. So the exact words

of good definitions and rules will, if understood, be very helpful 
to readiness in certain kinds of work. And every child that has 
learned to read should, if possible, be richer at the end of the 
term, by two or three selections of prose or poetry that are worth 
remembering. 

But a history lesson is not best learned by exact memorizing, 
as most pupils seem to think when they first begin the study. 
They shouid now be taught the exercise of judgement in select- 
ing the most important points for review, and exercise in giving 
a summary of certain periods and ev ee 

‘Though the perils of ‘high pressure” are not very great in our 
small towns, with their limited periods of schooling, yet we some- 
times see children, whose mental processes are slower than 
others, placed ina false position by being hurried along to keep 
pace with them. If they worked more naturally they would 
really accomplish more, for slow thinkers sometimes make some 
of the most useful and thoughtful workers when their powers are 
at their maturity... And, if. there is real native dullness it is cer- 
tainly not to be cured by any forcing process. Parents sometimes: 
unwittingly hinder, rather than help their children, by an over- 
anxiety to see them. well advanced ‘in the book.” - Help the 
children to, think and study for themselves, let honest endeavor 
always have the reward of the parents’ and teacher’s. approval, 
only idleness and inattention be considered blameworthy, and 
‘nothing be done for strife or vain glory.”’ 

The lack of due preparation involves great waste an inka It 
is better, generally, to give time for this to the class as a whole, 
rather than to answer a multitude of questions separately. <A 
little explanation of the right sort will sometimes clear away the 
difficulties from arithmetical problems, so far as to make success 
possible. A geography class, taking up a new country, must be 
helped in several ways. ‘There is, the pronunciation at the 
outset. .An undrilled class will make, as many teachers can 
testify,.sad work with the names of the countries and towns of 
South America, ‘Phey must first learn the general use, or power 


of certain letters ; as a, j, h. Then they should pronounce after the 

teacher, carefully, repeatedly, in concert and individually, the proper 
names for one or more lessons. After this, with the map open, 

draw from them the ideas suggested by it, of the country, its cli- 

mate, the season of the year, its harbors, resources, etc. ; anything 

that will make them want to find out what the text-book teaches, or 
to gain any information possible. Australia and the neighboring 
islands are not attractive to the ordinary pupil; but if a picture of 
this country, its peculiar native population, animal and vegetable 
products, as well as its great mineral resources, cou!d be impressed 
upon the mind of the children it would not be uninteresting to 
them. 2 

The sickness of the past year has caused great irregularity in 
the attendance at some schools. Apart from this, the registers 
show the usual proportion of those, who, often, by a great effort, 
have maintained an unbroken record of punctuality, and of that 
other class, who always find the obstacles to a regular attendance, 
too much for them. 


Parents may do much to stengthen a teacher’s heart and hands 
_by a generous appreciation of her difficulties ; by their co-opera- 
tion in sending their children regularly to school, supplying them 
properly with books, interesting themselves in their progress, and 
restraining that free, and often partial, criticism in which chil- 
dren sometimes indulge. Rather teach them their own odfga- 
tions, than to be jealously watchful of their vzghés, to take a 
personal interest in the cleanliness and little adornments of the 
school room ; to find a pleasure in being helpful and lightening a 
teacher’s burdens, and to acquiesce cheerfully in different rulings, 
under different. teachers, especially in view of the generally evi- 
dent desire to treat all with fair consideration. 
While upon teachers rests the obligations to take an honest in- 
terest in the welfare of each individual to deal truly and kindly with 
all, to appeal to no unworthy motives, it must be allowed to them 
to express their individuality in school regulations and iodes of 


teaching. ‘There are problems which each must work out separ- 
ately, however ready to learn from others. 


Rules should be reduced to the ‘minimum which is found to 
work well. This will not be the same under all teachers and for. 
all schools. 


Pupils who honor the confidence placed in them are acquiring 
self-government, and strengthening principle. If trust is abused, 
the tendency is to generate conceit and self-will. It is for the 
teacher to determit.e what may wisely be left to the pupil’s discre- 
tion and what to the teacher’s decision. 

There has been good evidence that our teachers have endea- 
vored to give “good measure” of service whether the pecuniary 
renumeration was more or less. ‘Chat means, however, better re- 
sults for some: than others. There were cases where 
the discipline was not so complete as we could wish; 
and we occasionally find a teacher who does not know 
how to ask questions except from an open book. Such should 
seek some other occupation than teaching: 

On the other hand, the order has usually been gratifying, as in- 
dicating right relations and good understanding between teacher 
and pupil; and we might specify studies in which great advance 
has been made in interest and understanding. ‘Those friends of 
the schools who have visited them will readily recall in some 
cases remarkable improvement in penmanship and new interest 
in reading. ‘Ihey will remember geography classes who have re- 
cited with unusual interest and intelligence, and schools where a 
fresh and surprising impulse was given to the study of arithmetic. 

We would stiggest to teachers the usefulness of a school room 
scrap book in which may be pasted cuttings from the daily and 
and weekly newspapers to enliven recitations in history and geog- 
raphy or contribute to the general intelligence fund. 

By means of the appropriation voted for a high school this 
year, the services of Prof. Edmund R., Angell were secured this 
winter. We trust that the general appreciation of the excellent
